Annual_Meeting of the Atlantic and 
North Carolina Railroad Come 


pany. 


{From our Travelling Corresponcent.] 


The twenty-first annual meeting of 
the A. & N.C. R. R. forthe choice of 
Directors, &c., was held at Beaufort 
N.C. on Thursday June 24th, 1875. 


The meeting was organized by the 
choice of John C. Wooten, of Kins- 
ten, as Chairman, and Geo. W. 


Nason, Jr., aud J. 8S. Manix of New- 
Berne as Secretaries. ‘'he committee 
to verify proxis, reported 17,363 
shares of stock represented by a con- 
stitutional number of stock bolders. 
Isaac Rumsey of Beaufort presented 
his commission as State proxy to cast 
the vote of the State. The meeting 
being duly organized, the annual re- 
ports of the President and officers of 
the road were read and received, the 
State proxy apnouneed the follow- 
ing appointments of eight Directors 
by the Governor,viz : Lott W. Huni- 
prey, Goldsboro ; John W. Smith, 
Goldsboro ; Wim. P. Grimsley, Snow- 


Hitt; Chas. H. Harper, Snow Hill; 


Anthony Davis, Pink Hill ; Richard 
W. King, Kinston; James Campbell, 
Newberne; Jacob F. Scott, Trenton; 

After which the stockholders pro- 
ceeded to the election of four (4) Di- 
rectors on the part of the private 
stockholders, and made choice of the 
following named gentleman, viz: 

Col. John L. Morehead, Charlotte, 
N.C.; Edward k. Stanly, Rahway, 
New Jersey; John Patterson, New- 
berne, N. C.; Wim. B. Duncan, Beau- 
fort, N.C. 

The following named gentlemen 
were elected as finance committee : 

Thomus Powers, Newberne, N. C.; 
Col. John. L. Morehead, Charlotte : 
Dr. M. F. Arendell, Morehead City ; 
R. F. Lehman, Newberne; R. C. 
Kehoe, Newberne. 

A series of resolutions were offered 
in reiation to the leasing, counsolida- 
ting, and change of gauge, which 
were not considered favorable to the 
Considerable discussion was 
had, in which Hou. M. Manly, 
Col. Lott W. Humphrey, Maj. John 
Hughes, Hon. Chas. Thomas, 
Col. J. L. Morehead, A.G Hubbard, 
and others took part. On motion 
the resolutions were adopted anda 
committee of five (5) stockholders 
investigate the subject 
with authority to act, call meetings 
of the stockholders, &. The com- 
mittee consists of the following 
named gentlemen : 

Hon. M. E. Manly,Newberne; Maj. 
Johu Hughes, Newberne; Hon, 
Chas. R. Thomas, Newberne ; Col. J. 
L. Morehead, Charlotte; Wim. 
Dunean, Beaufort. 

And judging from the sentiments 
expressed it was considered that a 
change of gauge was hardly probable, 
unless more assurance could be given 
that it was fur the interest of the cor- 
poration and the publie. 

A resolution was offered by Maj. 
John Hughes favorable to the early 
construction of the Goldsboro & Fay- 
etteville railroad which Was unan- 
imously adopted, after which the 
meetipg was addressed by Maj. D. G. 
of Fayetteville who explain.. 
ed the present condition of railroad 
matters connecting that town with 
Western North Carolina and sonnec- 
ting tide water with the great West. 

It was voted to hold the next an- 
nual meeting at Morehead City. Im- 
mediately after adjournment, the 
new board of Directors held a meet- 
ing and elected Col. Lott W. Hum- 
phrey as President, after which they 
proceeded to elect the local officers of 
the road with the following result: 
Walter G. West, Seretary and Tres 
urer; Saml L. Dill, General Ticket 
Agent; James Manwell, Master 
Machinist; Hugh Murdock, Road 
Master; Maj. H. C. Grant, agent at 
Goldsboro; Win. J.'laylor, LaGran- 
ge; J. A. Pridgeon, Falling Creek ; 
Cyrus Strickland, Kinston; R. Han- 
coek, Jr., Newberne; M. A. Hill, 
Newport; John A. Dunean, More- 
head; Kdward R. Page, John A. 
Richardson, and Charles Hancock 
to be conductors. 

A very large number of peoplo 
were in Beaufort, all the hotels and 
boarding houses being crowded to 
their utmost crpacity. 


GEN. LEE’s RETURN HoME.—Gen- 
Fitzhugh Lee, arrived iu Alexan- 
dria, on the 1 o’clock P. M. Wash- 
ington train to-day from his Boston 
trip. Tosay that he has been grati- 
fied with his visit would but poorly 
express the feeling he has brought 
back with him. of the kindly seuti- 
ments of the Bostonians and 
Massachusetts men generally, as 
evineed toward the men of Virginia 
who lately met them at Bunker gtlill. 
General Lee says that no words of de- 
scription can convey a F pyres im press- 
ion of the cordialty and enthusiasm 
of their reception and treatment. It 
was no formal demonstration, called 
forth at the commands of a strained 
politeness, but a grand outpouring of 
yenerous, brotherly feeling over-leap- 
ing all thoughts of ceremony and 
manifested*itself in a heartiness not 
to be mistaken. Old men made fath- 
erlsss by Southern bullets, limbless 
heroes of rebel conflicts and maimed 
soldiers of the Union, all united, in 
showing by their action, their genu- 
ine forgetfulness of past errors as they 
grasped the hand which Were once 
raised against them, in unfeigned and 
cordia) welcome. It shows as we have 
always contended, that the great 
heart of the people beats always true 
to the finer impulses of humanity. 
We are happy to beable to record the 
fact that these demonstrations were 
met in proper spirit, and are proper- 
ly appreciated by the Southern peo- 
ple.’’—Alex. Sentinel. 

Col. A. P. Bennett, of the Rich- 
mond £nquirer, in his last letter 
from Boston, says: ‘I have mingled 
freely with all classes of people and 
attentively observed their tone and 
temper in conversation among them- 
selves, and my conclusion is that the 
almost unanimous sentiment here is 
favorable to a complete and perfect 
restoration ofthe South to all ber 
rights and priyileges in the Union.

| BROOKLYN MORALITY IN

HIGH LIFE. 


Mrs. Ferguson, the Inuocent, Again 
Attempts to Elope with Ler Rowe 
Loyer,. 


Several months ago the social cir- 
cles of Brooklyn were somewhat star- 
tled on hearing of the elopement of 
Mrs. Louisa A. Ferguson, wife of 
Henry CU. Ferguson, a prominent 
merchant of that city, with a Mr, 
Rowe, a geutieman hailing from 
South America. When the two ran 
away they took with them Mr. Fer- 
guson’s only child, a beautiful little 
girl named Mabel, aged about five 
years. Mr. Ferguson engaged the 
services of Private Deteetive James 
Dunn to bunt up his wife and child. 
This officer traced them from place 
to place for nearly fofir months. He 
discovered, at last, that in Montreal, 
as well as in several other places, 
Rowe and Mrs Ferguson had _ regis- 
tered themselves aa man and wife. 
From Montreal he tracked the futive 
to Portland, Maine, and, on the Ist 
of May, Mr. Ferguson received a dis- 
patch fiom Dunn saying, “I have 


your wife here in custody.’’ Hav- 
ing received the proper requisition 
from the authorities, the detective 


brought Mrs Ferguson alias Rowe 
andthe child t» Néw York. Di- 
vorce proceedings were at once 
commenced in the Superior 
Court before Judge Lawrence, 
and the Judge ordered, pend- 
ing the decision of the suit, that the 
custody of the child be adjudged to 
the father, but that the mother 
should be allowed to seeher offspring 
at certain stated times. On the l4th 


of May the proceedings were con- 


tinued before Judge Lawrence, and 
Mr. Hall, counsel for Mrs. Ferguson, 
made a motion that the child’ be 
placed in the hands of the mother 
suit for alimony. Mrs. 
‘erguson at (hat time made affidavit 
that she had been denied aecess to 
the child, aud had even been forbid- 


dep to bid her goodbye. This affi- 
davit was contradicted by several 
members of Mr. Ferguson’s 


family, and Dr. Walter Pardee also 
swore that the child was quite sick 
when she arrived in New York, from 
no other cause than careless nurture. 
Mr. Chauncey Shaner, counsel for 
Mr. Ferguson, also produced affir- 
mations from the Lady Superior of 
aconyent in Montreal, to the effect 
that the child Mabel had been 
brought to the convent by Mr. Rowe 
aud Mrs. Ferguson, who wished to 
place her in the institution to be 
cared for.

In a good many sections of this 
State this new system has become 
satisfactory to the people or at least 
they accept it without complaint.

G. BLATCHEEY, Manutacturer, 


ADDRESS OF THE EXECUTIVE | 


DEMOCRATIC CENTRARP COM. 
MITLEE TO THE PEOPLE OF 
NORTH CAROLINA, 


SERVATIVE CENT’L Ex. Com, 
RALEIGH, June Ist, 770. 
To the People of North Carolina : 


The General Assembly at its ree 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people tom 
bih day of September next, for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organic law as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 


is NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 


The necessity for changing many 


of the provisions of the existing Con- 
‘stitution is generally admitted, and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 


gument. It.is true that some of our 


prominent men at one time opposed 
Ahe eall fora convention ; but their 
uclion Was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not ou, an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. ‘They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Funda 
construed by the violent ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 


titutional action on the part 
the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
he observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel a satisfaction in 
annouareing to you thatthe time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City eoncede that the 
pecple of North Carolina bave the 
same right to manage their local 
concerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. Wecan proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our peopte. 


THE CONSYVITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the ereature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of a’ Military reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were ecarpet-baggers, both black 
and white—alien in feeling and 
Radical in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where known—to despoil and hu- 
miiliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people atthe 
polis, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upow at, and over eighty thousand 
iyvnoranut negroes were given the bal- 
lot to seeure its adoption. It is no 
exaggeration to say that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tem po- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
and revolution. It is uatural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edto our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu. 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown td be 
necessary. Our organic Jaw should 
be expressed iu language Clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
may be left to infereuce or construc- 
tion; our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be comprehended by all men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 
partment of the governinent should 
be so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarranted encroach- 
ments enloarrass the proper action of 
the others. 

THE CONSTITUTION UNSUITED TO OUR 
CONDITION. 

Tiat the Constitution contains 
some good provisions ho one denies; 
it would be singular if it did nof, 
but its abominabie characteristics 
were so manifest that not a single 
Conservative member of the Conven- 
} tion that passed it could be induced 
to uflix his sighature to it, as a fit in- 
struiment to be submitted to the peo- 
ple. Indeed its provisions are so loose- 
lv worded aud so badly arranged as 
to constitute but a medley of incon- 
sistencies that defies the successful 
co astruction of the eccurts; in fact, to 
reconcile the difficulties arising from 
its practical workings,the court has in 
some instances been driven to supply 
omissions, and in others to intro- 
duce a new principle, bitherto un- 
known in the juridical history ofour 
State, distinguished as ‘judicial 
islation,”’ an ipnovation anti-repub- 
lican in character and invasive of the 
rights and duties of aseparate depart- 
ment. Its provisions are so obscure 
‘that within the brief space of its ex - 
istence many more decisions On con- 
stitutional questions have been de- 
manded than in the entire previous 
history of the State—and of late we 
have witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of two sets of judges in both 
the 2d and sth Judicial Districts, 
contending for the position 
ove of which claiming to hold by ar 
appointment from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an office that the 
Constitution seems to say is to be 
filled by the people at the polls, and 
whose term is expressed to be enly 
eight years. 

In many counties, there is a prac- 
tical denial of justice, the courts ire 
inadequate to the public demands, 
and thus they are driven to resort to 
special terms, which /afe expensive 
and unsatisfactory, and persons ac- 
cused of criminal offenses are often 
confined for months Without trial. 
We need a speedier justice'and a less 
expensive judiciary system, We 
should abolish every useless office, 
which is now filled vy a mere cousu- 
mer; for only bya rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well as pri- 
vate affairs, can we hope to restere 
the State to prosperity. It is believed

Of the two methods prescribed for change 


ing the Constitution, that by iegisiative 
enactment is expensive, uncertain and 
dangerous; the several amendments re- 
cently submitted to and ratified by the peo- 
ple encouncered the greatest diticulties in 
their passage, and even after the will of 
the peopie was declared in their favor by 
over 4,000 Najotity, serious app: -hbensions 
were entertained as to whetner they were 
adopted; again, legislators when 
possessed of qualifications for such duties, 
are encumbered with numerous matters, 
and bring that att-ntion to each 
‘provision presented for consideration, 
without meeting such criticisms as may 
imperil thetr labors, 

The Convention method is speedy and 
ecovomical, the body is composed uvnly of 
the same bumber of members as comprise 
the House of Representatives, and tbeir 
minds are directed alone to constitutiongl 
reforms and their work may be completed 
and ratified, if necessary, in six onths, 
As lO expenses that may be incurred, itis 
believed they will bs more than defrayed 
in a short time by the reforms that will be 
inaugurated, 

‘the restrictions imposed by the Legisla- 
ture, fully and amply secure the Home- 
stead, mechanics Liev, Kights of married 
women, and Personal Liberty, and should 
quiet the rears of the most timid, for they 
are recognized as of binding efficacy asd 
ure coiefiy enjoyed by friends of Con- 
stitutional Reform. Indeed they were in- 
corporated in the bill mainly to remove 
partizan clamor,and anticipate scrupulous 
agitation. ‘hey are not the property ofa 
' ere pacty, but bad their origin in the nee 
céssities of civilized society and were found 
among the statucies of various States pre- 
vious to the war, 

QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES, 

It is useless, however, to seek toquiet the 
mere caviller; the keen optics of some per- 
sons defy all law. The mere fiet thatthe 
honor of the best men in the State is pledg- 
ed to their preservatibn, should satisfy 
every reasonable yvote:. This Convention 
is called in pursuance of law, and each del- 
égate before “he shail be permitted to sit, 
to be entiticd toaseat in said Conveation 
or act as delegate thereto,’ shall swear to 
observe these“ estrictions”’ (see acts 1874-5. ) 
Should a part comply and purt refuse to 
take this Oath, only those who obey the 
jaw are members of the body, nor are we 
without precedents; similar oath was ree 
quired of the members of the ‘‘restricted 
Convention” of 1855, the same question was 
raised, and after debate all tue members 
the oath and observed the restrictions, 
and thationa time of bigh part~ exc te- 
ment. Inthat discuss:on the distinguished 
Judge Gastoiu used the following language: 
State Legiststure had indeed no au- 
therity to impose an veath upon the mem- 
bers of the Convention, but the people had 
ralified the act ef the Legislature by chocs- 
ing delegates unger it. af We transcend the 
liroits or retuse obdedierce to the condi- 
Lions therein prescribed we are not the 
Convention eatled by the people, but a self 
constituted body ;"’ these views wre con- 
eurred in by Macon, Edwards, Morehead, 
and others. We wil dismiss the selj-ct, 
however, by calling atlention to the able 
work of Judge Jamieson on “constilution- 
al Conventions,’ where, by argumenta d 
the cases cited by him in relation to this 
matter, he demonstrated that Coventions 
are bound to obey therest. ictions :m posed 
by the Legislature in the Aci calling the 
Convention.

ruin upon their party and confusion to our 
Stale.

More of the Great Earthquake. 
New York, June 25.—A Maracoi 
bo letter of May 29th giving account 
ofthe earthquake causing the des- 
truction of San Jose De Cucuta, says 
on the sixteenth and seventeenth 
there bad been earthquake shocks 
but on the morning of theeighteenth 
everything was severe at half past 
11. Earth commenced shaking with 
great force and from all sides people 
rushed into the streets. For fifteen 
_ seconds the movement continued, the 
city moving like a great ship with- 
out ballast. Instantaneously a cloud 
of fine dust enshrouded the streets 
and houses impeding the vision and 
calling forth cries of horror, Laese 
wereof short duration howeyer, as 
the dust soon became so thick as to 
impede respiratiou—many who 
might have been saved from the 
ruins of the falling buildings fell vic- 
tims to suffoeation ; not longer than 
two minutes did this terrible affair 
continue. The wind rapidly carried 
away the dust cloud, The so fearful 
day was followed by a still more hor- 
rible night. The survivors had 
moved tothe suburbs of the city, 
where encampments were establish- 
ed. The rain commenced to fall in 
torents and amid impenetrable dark- 
ness, groayg of the wounded filled 
the air, varied only by sharp detona- 
tions proceeding from explosive ma- 
terials amid the ruins. The coming 
of anew day showed that not more 
than two hundred thousand remain- 
ed alive beneath the fallen houses. 
Say from eight thousand to ten 
ten: thousand dead. The letter also 
reports destruction at other places as 
mentioned in the account of the 
earthquake by way of Panama sone 

two weeks ago. 


From Papama and South America, 
New York, June25.—The steam- 
er Acapulia brings advices from Pan- 
uma to the sixteenth iust. No furth- 
erdetails of the earthquake in the 
Vally of Cucuia had been received. 
Political trouble was brewing in 
Panama owing to imprisonment of 
Gen. Camargo, who came on a s)pe- 
cial mission from  Bagato, 
advises from Washington that the 
United States would not look with 
indifference on any complications 
that would endanger Rail Road tran- 
sit was having a good effect, 
for preservation of peace. The mer- 
chants of Pavama have argreed to 
advance to Goyernment by way of a 
Joan the amount of inereased contri-_ 
butions imposed by decree of May 
Yist. Revolution was threateped in 
the State of Magdaiena by Col Fasias 
who had collected a large force near 
Rio Hache. Bolivia has sent an em- 
isary to Bogata to warn the Colum- 
bian Government ifit attempts to in- 
terfere with the sovereignty ofany of 
Coast States all will combine to resist 
it. The claims of the United States 
Government on Honduras for iasults 
to its consular flag at Omen during 
the bombardment ofthat port when 
oceupied by Genl.

Seven vessels were wrecked 
including the British bark Luna, 
MeLenor. Capt. Harris of the latter 
with his wite andseven children were 
drowned, 


Destructive Inundations in, France. 

PARIS, June 25.—The damage done 
by the inundation in valleys of the 
Garrou and Adour are immense, Ail 
the bridges at ‘Toulose are destroyed. 
The Assembly voted twenty thous- 
and franes for the relief of the suffer- 
ers, 


Later. 


The devastation caused by the in- 
undations is wide spread. At Tou- 
Jouse} nearly all the houses in the 
St. Cyprian quarter have been de- 
stroyed. At Verdon in the depart- 
mentof the Arriege over fifty houses 
have fallen and many persons drown- 
ed. From Mautauhan the report 
comes that all the crops on the banks 
of the Taru and Garoune are ruined. 
The Garoune in some places is four 
miles wide. A bridge of seven arches 
ut Torbes has been carried away. 
The inundations are veneral in the 
departments of Aube, Haute, Garo- 
uneand Taru. If the rain continues 
another day all the wheat crop in 
those departments will be destroyed. 
The railways are interrupted in all 
directions throughout the inundated 
district.
